Litebont* of tbe World. 


The lifeboat service is one of tbe very 


noblest of philanthropic institutions, 
and many civilized nations pay special 
attention to these means for the lesone 
of perishing mariners. England's life- 
boat service is a voluntary one. Tbe 
Royal National Lifeboat institution, 
which controls the bulk of British life- 


j boats, was founded in 1824. It now bas 
i over 800 lifeboats on the shores of tbe 
kingdom, and has been instrumental in 
saving nearly 80,000 lives. The French 
lifeboat service was established in 1865, 
and has 83 stations, while it bas been 
tbe means of saving over 900 vessels 
and 7,600 lives. 


The French service bas one great ad- 


vantage over ours. It is that tbe pnblio 
toard of works always builds tbe first 
lifeboat bouse at each station as it is 
established, consequently relieving tbe 
service of a grent outlay. Tbe German 
service was established in 1865, and 
bas 104 lifeboat stations. The United 
States bas 233 lifeboat stations Tbe 
cost of the United States service is 
about £300,000 a year.—London Tit 
Pits.

SUBSTITUTE WATKB BILL. 


The City Conncil Monday evening 


adopted the substitute for Assembly 
Bill No. 38 with but a single dissenting 
vote. The 
JOURNAL yesterday 
pub- 


lished a synopsis of tbe substitute bill. 
It differs from tbe original bill in pro- 
viding that the Beno Water, Land and 
Light Company shall, or rather may, 
witbin ten days after tbe aot Is ap- 
proved by the Governor, set a price on 
the property. In tbe event of tbe 
company so doing it is held under 
penalty to convey its water and light 
plant to the city npou the terms of its 
agreement, provided it shall be ratified 
by a majority of the voters at a special 
election called for that purpose. If 
the company fails or refuses to set a 
price, then tbe act ia to be of no effect. 
There is no compulsion in the matter 
and tbe only effect of tbe company de- 
clining to price its property would be 
that tbe special election would be dis- 
pensed with and tbe eutire business 
wool"! remain as before under the aot 
of 1897. 


Wnile a majority of the voters of 


Beno evidently believe that it would 
be better for the city that the -appro- 
priation of $150,000 ehouid be expended 
in tbe construction of entirely new 
works a feeling of justice or liberality 
to the owners of tbe present plants 
would probably impel them to rote 
for paying them a reasonable price fot 
their property. We are more tban 
confident however that they would not 
countenance snub uncertainty as tbe 
leaving of tbe price to tbe decision 
of appraisers would entail. The result 
of such rejection would be, as in the 
other case, tbe reinstatement of the 
matter under tbe original incorpora- 
tion uct—unles?, as some are inclined 
to tbe belief—there is something iu 
bill 38, that does not appear on the 
surface and which would effect dis- 
astrioQgly the legislation of 1897. 


Suppose the appraisers should value 


the 
property at 
$150,000, tbe 
full 


amount of tbe appropriation. That 
would oblige the city to purchase at 
that price and leave it without a dollar 
to make such improvements as wonld 
be necessary to iusure such ample sup- 
ply of purs and wholesome water u>- 
was the sole object of the aot so em- 
phatititilly approved by the voters ut 
the special election two years ago. Oi 
suppose still further, that the property 
should be valued at a sum exceeding 
the appropriation. That wonld leave 
tbe city powerless to comply with tbe 
terms, and perhaps so afffct previous 
legislation as to nullify all former 
acts of the City Council iu connection 
with tbe water »nd light matter, and 
even prevent that body from takinn 
any steps in that direction in the 
future. All of these things are pos 
sible if not probable, and it is quite 
certain tbat tbe voters will take no 
such chances as would be incurred b) 
ratifying the purchase of the proper!j 
at an unknown price. 


The City Conncil represents directly 


tbe people of Beno, wbo are the onlj 
ones interested in tbe matter. The 
members were elected by tbe voters of 
the city and not by the county, B/ad 
tbeir recommendation ought certainly 
to have more weight with our legisla- 
tive delegation than advice or sugges- 
tions from any other source. The four 
who voted for the adoption of the sub- 
stitnta bill were all members of tbe old 
Board and were re-elected last fall. 
That ia iafficitrnt proof tbt»t they pot- 
eens the coufl'ieuue of the people aiad 
that tbey truly represent tbe feelings 
and wisdes of tbeir constituents upon 
tbe water and light question. To ig- 
nore tbeir recommendation would be 
Uutamount to tbe rt-jec-Mon of a peli. 
tiou signed by a majority of the actual 
voters iu tv'« oily. We arc rotifldent, 
therefore, that tbe substitute will be 
accepted by the Washoe delegation, iu 
compliance with 'he wishes and senti- 
ments of such mijori'y.

Tois year E tster comes on March 26tb, 
and to-dny is tUe commencement of 
the forty dayp, exclusive of Sundays 
which intervene between Ash Wednes- 
day and E ister.
